AT CAMP GRAYLING 


Guardsmen To Return In 
Force During 1975-76 


Following a decrease in National Guard training 
at Camp Grayling this summer, it was announced this 
week by Col. Edmund Rutkowski, Camp Commander, 
that during the summer of 1975, over 25,000 troops 
will be here, and in 1976 in excess of 28,000 
guardsmen will use the camp's facilities. 

Col. Rutkowski, along with Gen. John Taylor, 
Assistant Adjutant Generai, and Col. Russell 
Hagerman, Director of Operations and Training, Mich. 
National Guard, returned Saturday following three 
days at 5th Army Headquarters in San Antonio, 
Texas, where plans were made for training during the 
next two years. 

As a result of the meeting, Col. Rutkowski 
stated, that Camp Grayling abtained combat 
elements to train here in excess of 25,000 in ‘75, and 
in excess of 28,000 in ‘76. 

During 1975, Guardsmen fram Ohio, Illinois 
Missouri, Indiana and Michigan will be here for two 
week periods. 

in 1976, the same states will use the facilities, 
and will also include the entire 38th Infantry Division, 
with nearly 15,000 guardsmen in their 2 week summer 
encampment. 

Gen. Taylor, Gol. Rutkowski and Col. Hagerman, 
will return to San Antonio for three days, April 10-13, 
to finalize

Penalties For 
Late Filing 
And Payment 


The tax law provides penal- 
ties for taxpayers who fail te 
ie a tax return or pay their 
2x85 Y- you file a 
return lata a penalty of 5 per 
cent per month of the tax due 
will be added to your taxes-up 
toa total of 25 per cent of the 
tax due. 

The law requires you to pay a 
penalty of half of 1 per cent per 
month if you file your return on 
time but fail to pay your taxes 
on time. This penalty for late 
payment is also limited to 25 
per cent of the tax due. In any 
one month during which a 
taxpayer has failed both to file 
and to pay, the total penalty 
eannot exceed 5 per cent. 
Neither penalty will be imposed 
if you can show there was a 
good reason fur your failure to 
file or pay on time. Regardless 
of your reason, however, you 
will be charged 6 per cent 
annual interest on taxes not 
paid by the due date and there 


is no limit to the amount of 


interest that can accrue.

brings praise. The lead-training

ed as a game but a very serious 
part of training. If this is done 
for 15 - 20 minutes, once or 
twice, a day the pup will soon 
be walking reasonably well by 
his trainers side. 

To teach the puppy to heel on 
the lead, buy a slip lead from a 
pet shop. This consists of a cord 
with a loop at each end. The 
cord is put through one of the 
loops to form a ring, then 
put over the puppy's head. 
With the puppy on your left 
side give the command “heel” 
and walk straight on.

and religious of his region to realize and attain their identity as 
God's family in the bond of a common faith and love. 

Ina word, therefore, the Vicar has a dual role: to help draw 
the pricats together in their service to the people of the region: 
and, to provide leadership in the work of the parishes and 
institutions of the region. 

The Vicar will also serve as a special channel of 
communication in the region. He will be able to reflect the 
Bishop's overview to the region and the region's ideas, objective 
and aspirations to the Bishop. The people should also be made to 
feel free to bring their grievances to the Vicar. 

In accord with his position, the Vicar will aiso serve in the 
following capacities: 

i. He will serve on the Executive Committee of the 
Presbyterial Council. 
2. He will serve as a Diocesan Consultor. 

The Vicar will be given the following delegated faculties: To 
consecrate altars, chalices and patens. To preside at the 
ceremony for laying of a cornerstone for any ecclesiastical 
building. To visit each of the parishes of the region. To preside at 
the installation of pastors when such ceremonies are held, and 
other parochial duties given to Father Neis are outlined in his 
letter of confirmation. 

Father Neis, a native of Detroit, was ordained a priest at St. 
Andrew's Cathedral in Grand Rapids by the Most Rev. Francis J. 
Haas, Bishop of Grand Rapids. He served as assistant pastor at 
the following churches: St. Patrick's, Portland, St. John 
Vianney, Grand Rapids, Saints Peter and Paul, Grand Rapids, 
and St. Andrew's, Grand Rapids. 

He was Superintendent of Manistee Catholic Central Junior 
and Senior High, while being the assistant pastor of St. Joseph's 
in Manistee. He also served as pastor of Sacred Heart in Victory 
and pastor of St. Mary's in Manistee. He was appointed to the 
Christian Education Association as Acting Superintendent, for 
Si.
